A tost case o! considerable importance 


has been decided in the superior oourt 
&t Indianapolis, Indiani,that of the Home 
insurance company against Cross. The 
defendant was one ot the policy holders 
n the American insurance company of 
Chicago, which, the first of January, 1£S4, 
sold its business to the Home insurance 
company, of New Xork, the terms being 
tho payment of cash of $118.000 and the 
acceptance of premium notes given by 
the policy holders in the Hret named com- 
pany. There were atout -100 policy hold- 
ers in Indiana, and in behalf of tbe de- 
fendant, representing many ot these, it 
waa contended that tho American com- 
pany was insolvent and had gone ont of 
business, and that therefore the policy 
holders were not bound to continue pay- 
ing their premiums, but were free to 
insure -whore they pleased. Tho verdict 
decided that ths premium notes were 
still valid, and maintained the right of 
the Home on all points.

RUSSIA AWAITING A CHANCE,

Kinglets Quarrel. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—It is considered now 


that tins Balkan question has taken on a 
less reassuring aspect. 
The porto is dis- 


posed to bo olKtinnle in regard to tho 
restoration of tho status quo onto in Hou- 
nielia, nticl Princo Alexundria, of Bulgaria, 
has sent to tho sultan a note which is defi- 
ant in tone and curt in manner, to tho ef- 
fect that ho is not cognizant of tho proceed- 
ings of the conference of ambassadors, and 
therefore can not net upon tho sultan's ad- 
vico intelligently. Ho declares that ho will 
n wo it tho assembling of a national assembly 
and lie guided by its decision. 


This introduces a new element into the 


situation. A national assembly called to- 
gether in tho presence of Alexander's vic- 
torious army could hardly fail to be sub 
strvieut to thu prince's views, even if tho 
public sentiment of tlio country did not 
of itself support the prince's action, and 
thore is every reason to think that it does.

Last evening, Worthy Master S. C, 


Carr delivered his annual address. The 
following are its most salient points: 


We have met for the fourteenth time 


in annual session to work for the good of 
our order and mankind. Patrons repre- 
senting all the varied interests of agri 
culture in our state are here as delegates 
to suggest and devise ways and means 
for the upbuilding ot our class. Former 
sessions have done much towards en- 
lightening and educating our people; 
and to you the tillers of the soil ar& look- 
ing for relief from the tyranny of bond- 
age and oppression which are laying 
their giant hands upon your hard earn- 
ings, 


Politics is tbe great lever that moves 


the country to-day, and unless farcn-rs 
worfc together and elect men that will 
represent their interests in legislative 
balls, other classes will do as they have 
heretofore—heap all the burdona UDOD 
you. Will you longer sleep at your post 
and allow the present caucus system to 
go unchanged'? 


Mr. Carr denounced the caucus system 


as it oxiotB at present, declaring his 
conviction that the territory should be 
decreased to sncu an eitent that the 
number of all tbe electors within it 
will tot be too great for every resident 
to be known by eight by his fellows. He 
thought by an 
improvement in this 


iyBtem, that farmers would be much 
more fairly represented in all conventions 
Ho continued; 


Education is one of the 001 nor stones 


upon which our order rests. As Horace 
Mann says: "Thehand is almost value- 
less at one end of the arm if there is not 
a brain at the other end," and so say we, 
the order of Patrons of Husbandry; tho 
bead and hand must be educated togeth- 
ar in order that each individual may be 
able to take care of themselves and not 
depend upon others for support, Latin, 
Greet and Hebrew, should take buck 
seats for awhile, and let industrial edu- 
cation step to the front; for I think all 
will arree with me when I say that nitio- 
tenths of, ail the children to-day have to 
earn their broad by the sweat of their 
brow. Then whv not educate (ho hand 
with the head and teach these Ol.COO 
children to read and write as well as eome 
good, respectable trade. 
Then your 


houses of refugo will show fewer arrivals. 
I think I speak tho sentiment ot onr 
order when I say the desd languages 
should be bnried with tho past, tlnless 
Wiscjnein soon makes a forward move 
in this direction other states will tsko 
tbe lesd as they are already doing. For 
when tho masses get educated then the 
Greek llag that floats from our highest 
schools of learning will havy to come 
down and an iudustrial one placed in its 
stead. 


Mr. Carr maintained that tbe national 


commissioner of agriculture should bo 
made a cabinet officer and thun spoke as 
follows on the subject of an independent 
agricultural college for Wisconsin: 


For some years, tho patrons and farm- 


ers of this state have been working for an 
agricultural collese, separate and dis- 
tinct from any other school. Last winter 
a bill was introduced to that effect in tho 
assembly by Brother H. u. Adams, and 
forty-throe members voted for it and 
tifty-two against, thus putting us back 
two years in trying to elevate and educate 
the industrial claSEos. 
With the assis;- 


ance of tbe farm institutes and farmer's 
conventions that are to' beheld through- 
out the state, I believe such a bill can be 
passed at tho next session of tbe legisla- 
ture. Then Wisconsin will no longer 
appear in the background, but will come 
up alongside of Michigan, with ner ag- 
ricultural college, with 671 acres of land 
and 800 students of both sexes; and also 
Iowa, whicn has 903 acres of land and 
300 students of both sexes. The tenitory 
of Dakota has just started an agricul- 
tural 
college, 
located 
at Brooltinge, 


Hrookings ooanty.. It has eighty acres 
of land, two large, fine buildings, and 
seventy-five students of both sexes. I 
recently visited the above schools, and 
found them doing a grand and noble 
work. 


Tho worthy master closed his address 


by elating that the order in Wisconsin 
was in a good, healthy condition. 


This morning, the Patrons re-assem- 


bled at the usuel hour, and proceeded to 
tho transaction of routine business. Sev- 
eral reports were rendered, including 
the special committee appointed at the 
session of the grange one year ago, for 
tho purpose of securing, if possible, 
legislation looking to tbo establishment 
ot an independent agricultural college. 
The committee announced that the last 
legislature had refuted to establish such 
a college,notwithstanding the'necessity 
for it had been earnestly urged upon it, 
The'committee recommended a contin- 
uance of the work in favor of such 
college. The reports were referred to 
appropriate committees. 


Among | the resolutions introduced 


was one whose object was lo secure such 
legislation as would tax oloomargine[ont 
ot existence. Another favored legislation 
such as wonld give to connty boards the 
sole power of issuing liquor licensee, not 
alone in the country towns, but in tha 
cities and villages. The various resolu- 
tions were referred to the suitable com' 
mitteea. 


The election of ofHcersJfor the ensuing 


year was, in progress when the noon 
recess was taken. Op to that hour, S/0, 
Carr, of Milton Junction, had bee_n re- 
elected worthy master; E. JG. Williams, 
of Dodge county, overseer; and John 
Whittet, of Busseyville, lecturoi.
